The lecture, “Determinism. vs. In- 
determinism,” to be given in the 
Clarke College auditorium by Rey. 
John Elliot Ross, Ph.D., this evening 
js eagerly anticipated. 

Father Ross is well known as a 
Jecturer and is aptly fitted to discuss 
this topic which is of vital import- 
ance in these days of growing 
materialism. 

Determinism 

Determinism is, in general terms, 
“s philosophical doctrine holding 
that every event inevitably follows 
some antecedent event or events, 
that the course of nature is rigidly 
fixed by what has occurred in the 
past; in particular the human will is 
not free, all volition being the neces- 
sary outcome of inherited tendencies, 
acquired habits, irresistible impulses, 
under the influence of present cir- 
cumstances or mental conditions. 
The will is determined mechanically 
by the strongest motive; it cannot 
act otherwise. The doctrine does 
away with responsibility, merit and 
demerit, right and wrong, morality 
of any sort.” 

The doctrine defined above has 
been before the eyes of the philos- 
ophical world in a special way since 
the time of J. Stuart Mill. 

Anti-Determinism 

Opposed to this view is the doc- 
trine of Indeterminism, or as it is 
Sometimes called Anti-determinism, 
which denies that man is invariably 
determined in all his acts of choice. 
The Indeterminist while denying that 
the act of choice is always merely 
the resultant of the assemblage of 
Motives playing on the mind, teaches 
Positively that the Ego, or Self, is 
the cause of our volitions—a free 
cause. Determinism and the denial 
the free will are involved in all 
Materialistic theories and are the 
Necessary consequence of monistie 
Meclism. No logical distinction can 
@ made between Determinism and 
Fatalism, ‘The theory is fatal to 
ethics as well as to the possibility of 
‘in, and if it were generally accepted 














The bicentennial of the birth of 
George Washington will be cele- 
brated at Clarke college by a com- 
memorative program presented by 
the speech and music departments 
on February §. The program will 
be given in response to the request 
of the United States Commission for 
the Celebration of the Two Hun- 
dredth Anniversary of the Birth of 
George Washington. 

Program 

The program will feature scenes 
from Percy MackKaye’s spectacular 
drama, “Washington, the Man Who 
Made Us.” The play was first pro- 
duced in the Belasco Theatre in 
Washington before Congress and the 
Cabinet members on February 22, 
1920. It is what MacKaye termed a 


“ballad play,” and resembles the 
early chronicle play to a great de- 
gree. The material is so comprehen- 
sive in its scope that unity would be 
almost impossible if the episodes 
were not tied together by ballads. 
For this reason the play may be pro- 
duced either in its entirety or in epi- 
sodes which are in themselves quite 
effective, 

MacKaye has succeeded where 
other authors have failed in making 
effective a play in which Washington 
is the chief figure. This may be at- 
tributed to his wealth of material, 
his lofty conception, and his thor- 
ough study of the character of the 
man in whom his play was to cen- 
ter, 





Chronicle Play 


“Washington, the Man Who Made 
Us,” has progressed from the early 
chronicle plays in that it is adapted 
for production both indoors and out- 
of doors. By this is meant that the 
author had used a technique which 
permits the performance of the play 
by a large number of actors who 
thereby express the spirit of the 
community producing the drama, and 
which allows also its production on a 


scale suitable for the traditional 
theatre.

The Church Unity Octave 


That they all may be one, as thou, Father, 
in me, and I in thee; that they also may 
be one in us; that the world may believe 
thou hast sent me.—John, XVII, 21, 

HESE words, the prayer of Christ 
Ol} for His disciples the night of the 

last supper when He was about 
to leave them, are the prayer of the 
church always, but particularly during 
this week of the Church Unity Octave. 
This octave extends from the feast or 
St. Peter’s Chair at Rome, January 18, 
to that of the conversion of St. Paul, 
January 25. The celebration of this 
octave of prayer was begun by Rever- 
end Paul James Francis, a “pro Ro- 
man” protestant Espicsopalian, who 
was founder and superior of the So- 
ciety of the Atonement in the United 
States. As a result of the prayers 
offered by him and his confreres, he 
and seventeen followers were received 
into the Catholic church in 1908 Pope 
Pius X the following year placed his 
approval on this practice whose results 
had been so rich, and it was adopted 
by many bishops throughout the world 
for their own dioceses. Benedict XV 
extended it to the universal church in 
1916. At the annual conference of the 
American Hierarchy in Washington, 
D. C., in 1921 the resolution proposed 
that the Unity Octave be held in all 
dioceses of the United States was un- 
animously adopted. It has been so ob- 
served since that year. 

The prayer of the church during this 
time is that all the peoples of the world 
may be made one in faith, may come 
to a knowledge and realization of the 
truth that Christ revealed to his Apos- 
tles and secured to posterity by build- 
ing upon Peter an infallible “church, 
The prayer of the first day of the oc. 
tave is offered for the union of all the 
people of the world under the banner 
of this Church. The following days’ 


prayer are devoted each to a distinct 
religious sect. 

Now that the nations of the world 
have come into peace out of the chaos 
of war there has been a widespread 
desire for universal peace and out of 
peace unity among the religions of 
the world based on the belief that the 
ordeal of the war will have created 
broader vision and all-encompassing 
tolerance. Certain conferences have 
been called having for their general 
plan concessions by all for common 
unity. In these plans the Catholic 
church cannot participate. 

This attitude of the church is often 
misunderstood. [er failure to partic- 
ipate is attributed to arrogance by 
those who do not recognize her claims 
to the possession of the doctrine of 
Christ in its purity. The plan of joint 
concession has been proved impractic- 
able and it is not reasonable. If Christ 
came to earth to teach His religion He 
taught one body of truth, and since 
He came not for the people of one 
generation alone but for all peoples or 
all time He must have provided some 
means of transmitting that truth in 
its completeness and perfection to 
coming generations. The only feasible 
means by which this could be accom- 
plished is by establishing an infallible 
authority. That authority is the Cath- 
olic Church. The truths that Christ 
gave into its keeping are immutable; 
in their regard there can be no com- 
promise. 

The prayer of the church for unity 
is therefore the prayer that the peo- 
ples of the world may come to know 
this fact: that there is one body of 
truths that Christ gave to the world, 
and seeking that truth they will come 
necessarily into the welcoming arms 
of the Church. We must pray with 
her earnestly and scriously that all 
men born may come into their herit- 
age of truth. It is our opportunity 
to co-operate in accomplishing the de- 
sire-of- Christ; “that-there may be but 
one flock and one shepherd.” 





Spreading the Faith 


HERE is much of sadness and 

J even more of madness in the 

world today, simply because men 
do not know the meaning of life. They 
recognize no guide, and trust their 
minds to secure Truth unaided, failing, 
of course, in proportion to the degree 
of superficiality of their thinking ; 
they have lost even that great truth, 
that sine qua non, which wise men 
have enunciated, the truth that with- 
out a virtuous and harmonious life 
there is no happiness. Because of this 
fact people are pursuing strange and 
unlovely ends, and choose strange and 
unlovely means of attaining them. 

Yet religion is very much alive to- 
day. Human yearning for it is mani- 
fested in our places of learning, in our 
Magazine articles, our books of the 
hour, in conversations everywhere, 
whether it be on bus-top, or a busy 
Street, at table, or where people seek 
amusement.

“This living ac- 
cording to one’s beliefs has a tremend- 
ous power of conviction about it that 
wins silently where words are not of 
avail. Living the faith is something 
more than being just and generous and 
honest, although to be so is quite nec- 
essary. It is living according to the 
spirit of the Catholic Church, not ac- 
cording to the law alone. If non- 
Catholics are much impressed by the 
regular attendance of Catholics at 
Sunday Mass, how much more are they 
impressed by daily attendance. 

There are many who go about ques- 
tioning. They want certitude, and 
want it so badly that they catch at 
every straw, if it be only the careless 
replies of friends, acquaintances, even 
of strangers. “What do you believe ?”

A new phase of swimming is being 
emphasized this month at Clarke,— 
marathon or long distance swim- 
ming. To date G. Estel, of Waterloo, 
holds the -record. Miss Estel did 
fifty-six lengths in two attempts. 
She uses the trudgeon stroke con- 
sistently throughout. 

F. Mitchell, Sioux City, has a long 
distance record of twenty-two 
lengths done with the crawl stroke. 


Several others have made the 
twenty-two. length stretch while 
varying their strokes. ‘ Eighty-eight 
lengths of the pool equal one mile 
which is the goal being striven for 
by a great many of the students. 


The rules governing these swims 
are: 

1, Use only strokes passed upon in 
class work. 

2. No swim of less than eleven 
lengths without resting at the side will 
be counted. 

3. Swim the same stroke for at least 
two lengths before changing to a differ- 
ent stroke. 

‘4, The swim may be taken during 
any supervised class or plunge period. 

5. Touch the end of the pool after 
each length. 

6. Keep your own 
chart.
